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WILMINGTON - Ron and Jan 
Deveau moved into their 
Lockwood Road home almost 44 
years ago.

“Back then it was pretty 
quiet,” said Deveau. “My wife 
and I both came from the city 
originally.

But, as 
the years went on it got worse. 
It was probably in the late 1970s 
and the 1980s that it became 
really bad. It used to only back 
up to Rte. 128 and now it backs 
up every morning to Rte. 495.” 

He continued, “The traffic 
noise starts around 4:30 a.m., 
and Sunday is the only quiet 
day. I'm 70 years old, but I still 
work part-time and I can't 
sleep after 6 o'clock in the 
morning. I have double paned 
windows, a state fence and 
trees that block some of the 
noise from the highway but it 
doesn't help with trucks, ambu-

The beads help keep one 
focused on the mantra and not 
on the ‘count’. 108 is a symbolic 
number in India for its perfect 
divisibility by three and for 
other symbolic religious signifi- 
cances (tliree deities, ete). 

Sun Salutations are a common 
way to start a yoga class. 
Students stretch and strengthen

the whole body, bending for- 
ward and backward, and mov- 
ing dynamically and statically. 
Over the course of 108 repeti- 
tions of Sun salutation A and B, 
the group will probably do 
about 250 push ups and back- 
bends. It will push the body and 
the mind to complete all 108. 

For Saturday the 8th, partici- 
pants will divide the 108 repeti- 
tions into 4 groups of 27 each. 
Usually repetitions are divided 
into 27 or 36, with each group 
being dedicated to something 
different. 

Participants will not have to 
do all 108 repetitions, and « 
everyone will be encouraged to 
take breaks when needed. 
People who are not interested 
in participating, but would like 
to make a donation, are invited 
to stop in.

New York, NY  - Recent 
research shows that when 
detected early, the survival 
rate for patients with 
melanoma is nearly 99%. 
However, the research also 
shows that survival rates may 
low as 15 percent if the 

ase is not detected in its 
early stages. Regular skin 
checks are a simple and easy 
way to catch skin cancer before 
it is too late. 

“After the summer, when peo- 
ple might have experienced sun 
damage, is a good time to visit 
a dermatologist to get a skin 
exam,” says Perry Robins, MD, 
President of The Skin Cancer 
Foundation. “Most people don't 
realize that an annual visit to a 
dermatologist should be a part 
of their regular health routine - 
just like getting a yearly physi- 
cal,” 

In addition to an annual pro- 
fessional total-body skin exami- 


nation, The Skin Cancer 
Foundation recommends 
monthly skin __self-exams. 


Studies have shown that the 
majority of melanomas are 
spotted by patients. In fact, 
they may detect melanoma 
more than twice as often as 
physicians do. Research has 
shown that skin self-exams can 
lead to 42 percent fewer deaths. 
Combined with a yearly skin 
exam by a doctor, a self-exam is 
the best way to detect the early 
warning signs of skin cancer. 
The key is to look for any new 
growths or skin changes. 
Here's how: 

Gather a bright light; a full- 
length mirror; a hand mirror; 
two chairs or stools and a blow- 
dryer. 

1, Examine head and face, 
using one or both mirrors. Use 
a blow-dryer to inspect scalp 

2. Check hands, front and 
back, including nails. In a full- 
length mirror examine elbows, 
arms and underarms. 


3. Focus on neck, chest, and 
torso. Women: check under 
breasts. 

4. With back to mirror, use a 

hand mirror to inspect back of 
neck, shoulders, upper arms, 
back, buttocks, legs. 
5. Sitting down on one chair 
with leg propped up on the 
other, check legs and feet, 
including soles, heels, and 
nails. Use hand mirror to exam- 
ine genitals.

* A skin growth that increases 
in size and appears pearly, 
translucent, tan, brown, black 
or multi-colored 

* A mole, birthmark, beauty 
mark or any brown spot that 

* changes color 

* increases in size or thick- 
ness 

* changes in texture 

* is irregular in outline 

* is bigger than 6 mm (1/4 
inch), the size of pencil eraser 

* appears after age 21 

* A spot or sore that continues 
to itch, hurt, crust, scab, erode 
or bleed 

* An open sore that does not 
heal within three week

About three years ago, 
Deveau attempted to sell his 
home. but the noise issue was a 
big negative factor. He is no 
longer looking to sell his home, 
but said, “I sure would like to 
have a sound barrier put up 
before I pass on this earth. 
We'te talking about one area 
between Route 62 and Route 
125, Let's be honest, how much 
canit cost?” 

Cost is only one of the deter- 
mining factors. Another factor 
involves working with the Mass 
Highway sound barrier policy 
which gives priority to commu- 
nities that are closest to 
Boston. The priority list goes 
from the Hub and extends out- 
ward into the suburban commu- 
nities. The communities with 
the most traffic congestion 
have top priority over commu- 
nities that are geographically 
further out. 

State Representative Jim 
Miceli said, “I'm not totally sat- 
isfied with that policy and I 
recently had a real hard discus- 
sion with the Mass Highway 
Commissioner about it. I was 
pitching for Wilmington and 
Tewksbury to get a sdund barri- 
er along 1-93. Mass Highway 
has some other pressing con- 
cerns that they are dealing with 
right now with bridges and 
manhole covers, but I am wait- 
ing and expecting to hear back 
from her regarding the issue.” 

Miceli said, “I'm aware that 
the Deveau family is interested 
in getting a sound barrier put 
up. There has also been some 
other interest from families on 
the Tewksbury line.” 

In addition to meeting with 
Mass Highway aoout the policy, 
Miceli also drafted an amend- 
ment to the Bond Bill last 
March with the intent to secure 
funding for sound barriers for 


both Wilmington and 
‘Tewksbury 
The amendment _ stated, 


“Representative Miceli moved 


that House Bill 2915 be amend- 
ed in Section 2B, 6033-0717 by 
adding the following: provided 
further an amount not to 
exceed $20 million shall be 
expended to design and con- 
struct a sound barrier along the 
northbound side of Interstate 93 
from Route 129/Exit 39 in 
Wilmington and extending 
north to Route 133/Exit 43 in 
Andover.” 

Other state representatives 


.drafted amendments as well for 


capital projects. However, the 
Chairman of the Ways & Means 
Committee requested that the 
representatives pull back the 
amendments and hold off on 
them until the larger bond issue 
came through in August. 

“All of the amendments were 
recalled. We're going to resub- 
mit a line item into the next 
Emergency Bond Bill either 
later this year or early next 
year,” explained Miceli. 

Erecting sound barriers is not 
a simple process. 

“Even if we get it through, it 
takes a while. First it needs to 
go through both branches for 
approval. Then the Governor 
needs to sign it. Then they do it 
in stages,” Miceli said. “The 
state's Dept. of Environmental 
Protection gets involved to 
make sure that wetlands and 
other environmental concerns 
are addressed. In some cases 
the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency may have 
some oversight because it's a 
federal road. Even when fund- 
ing is available through a bond 
amendment, the Governor has 
the right to disperse those 
funds over time in install- 
ments.” 

Deveau questioned why some 
neighboring communities such 
as Lynnfield were able to 
recently erect a sound barrier 
along Route 128. Miceli 
explained, “Route 128 has been 
around longer than Route 93. 
Lynnfield has been on the list 
waiting for a sound barrier for 


a long time.” 

Highway age and geography 
are not always the only deter- 
mining factors on the priority 
list. There are exceptions to the 
rule such as when a road is 
expanded to allot for more vol- 
ume. Such was the case recent- 
ly with Route 3 North toward 
Nashua. When extra lanes were 
added, trees that previously fil- 
tered noise needed to be 
removed. In such cases, erect- 
ing a sound barrier is deemed 
more critical. 

Although Deveau does have 
trees that act somewhat as a 
noise filter, he claims it is not 
nearly enough. 

“I bet if the EPA were to stay 
at my home during the motor- 
cycle week each year, they 
would hear exactly what I'm 
talking about,” Deveau said. 
“It gets so noisy during that 
time that my wife and I would 
like to move into a motel for the 
week just to get away from the 
noise.” 

“I've been relatively quiet 
about this until recently 
because I kept having faith 
that the state would do 
something about it the way 
they do in other states like 
Nevada. My brother lives in 
Nevada and says as soon as 
a highway is built, a sound bar- 
rier is automatically put up,” 
claimed Deveau. 

Miceli remains optimistic and 
confirmed that the sound barri- 
er project is a priority for his 
office. 

“It's not a dead-deal,” Miceli 
said. “We're well on the road to 
making it a successful reality. 
If all goes well and I'm suc- 
cessful in my run for Congress, 
I will still make myself avail- 
able to help get this passed 
through. I will work with the 
new legislature to keep this a 
priority for Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. I advise Ron 
(Deveau) and other concerned 
residents to keep in touch with 
my office for updates.”

Wilmington i is moving up the Tennis Ladder

Recently, the Wilmington 
Tennis ladder concluded with 
great success. As described by 
Kathleen Black Reynolds, the 
organizer of the ladder, it is “a 
way for players to compete 
against familiar and unfamiliar 
opponents.” 

The ladder is currently a sin- 
gles format, but if the success 
continues, a doubles ladder 
could be conceived as well. 

Players are “ranked” accord- 
ing to their performances and 
reputations during the first 
week of exhibition matches said 
Reynolds. For subsequent 
weeks, players are assigned two 
scheduled matches. The players 
arrange with their opponents 
the match time and place. Each 
brings a can of balls with the 
winner takes home the 
unopened can. Match results 
are emailed or phoned in, then 
recorded. At the end of each 
week, the “rankings” may 
change, based on the players’ 
performances. The players 
move up or down the Ladder, 
depending on whether they win, 
lose, or don’t play. 

The new rankings and sched- 
uled matches are emailed to 
the players, and the cycle con- 
tinues for six weeks. Players 
are competing for the top four 
spots - or “rungs” - on the 
Ladder, The top four players 
are in the semifinals, and the 
winners of those will play in the 
finals. Gifts are awarded to the 
finalists. This year, Staples and 
OfficeMax donated gift cards, 
and the Friends of Wilmington 
Tennis made a similar dona- 
tion. The fee for participating is 
$5, and that goes towards the 
awards and the causes of the 
Friends, 

The ladder is not a quick 
process. “The Ladder is orga- 
nized in May, and spans six to 
eight weeks,” said Reynolds. 


“There is a week for makeup 
matches to be played because 
of. vacations or inclement 
weather, and then a week or 
two for semifinal and final 
matches to be played. Ideally, 
we would like the semis and 
finals to be played on the same 
day so an audience (parents, 
Ladder-mates, media, others) 
can attend, and an awards cer- 
emony and celebration can fol- 
low. But for now, the players 
will organize their matches 
according to their availability 

Reynolds added that the finals 
for both the girls’ and boys’ lad- 
ders will be played in the 
upcoming week 

The ladder is comprised of 
boys and girls, mostly past and 
present high school players. 
Said Reynolds, “But, all able 
players are encouraged to par- 
ticipate, as long as they can 
rally, serve consistently, and 
keep score. Hopefully, in the 
near future there will be 
enough interest from middle 
school-aged kids, and I can 
organize a Ladder for them, 
too.” 

Reynolds talked about how the 
ladder is more than just a sim- 
ple tennis tournament. 

“The Ladder was started two 
years ago to incite high school 
players to continue playing 
after their season ended in the 
spring. The idea was to encour- 
age match play through the 
summer, with the goal of inspir- 
ing players to play more fre- 
quently than just during the 
high school season, and make 
tennis a year-long, or at least a 
two-season-long, sport 

“For most of our high school 
players, tennis is a big part of 
their lives, but they only play 
during the high school season. 
There is so much more tennis 
available to them throughout 
the whole year, and the Ladder 
is just one small window to 
those opportunities. This year, 


Wilmington had five local play- 
ers participate in a local 
fundraising tournament in 
Burlington. That's five times 
the number that has participat 
ed in the past three years, 

“I'd like to believe their par 
ticipation in the Ladder 
enhanced their confidence, and 
gave therm the exposure to try 
something outside playing just 
for the high school team 
Additionally, Ladder partici- 
pants have inquired about ten- 
nis scholarships and playing in 
more formal tournaments. 
Tennis as a whole - and the 
Ladder as a part - is a great 
springboard for friendships, 
scholarships, volunteer oppor- 
tunities, lifelong skills, and so 
much more.” 

Reynolds said the ladder will 
run again next year, and hopes 
some more adults will join in 

“Tennis is a life- and year-long 
activity,” said Reynolds. 
“Anyone can play this game 
The Recreation Department's 
classes are well attended and 
full of opportunities for stu 
dents of all ages and abilities to 
learn how to play. The Wildea al

Touchdown Club

The Wilmington High School

in Tewksbury the fundraising 
efforts were taken to a new 
level when 146 golfers took 
part in the First Annual 
Wildeat Golf Tournament to 
raise money for Wilmington 
High football. 

Wilmington High coach Bob 
Almeida, among others, could 
not have been happier with 
how the event went. 

“It was a tremendous suc- 
cess. We had a full field of 
golfers, we filled the course,” 
Almeida said. “It was a 
tremendous outpouring of 
support for Wilmington foot- 
ball. It could not have gone 
any better from the tourna- 
ment itself to the after party 
at the Wilmington-Tewksbury 
Elks.” 

The tournament itself was a 
fundraiser for Wilmington 


football as a whole, as the 
participants hoped to raise 
money for the football pro- 
gram in order to provide 
items that just cannot be cov- 
ered in the regular budget. 

“It was very successful in 
terms of fundraising efforts,” 
Almeida said. “We are very 
fortunate in Wilmington that 
we do not have user fees and 
uniforms are provided for us 
and we are taken care of in 
many ways.

“Sean was my first football 
captain when I took over at 
Wilmington in 1996,” Almeida 
said, “He was a two sport All-

athlete who went on to have a 
great career playing baseball 
at UMass Lowell. He was just 
a great kid. He was one of 
the best leaders this program 
has ever seen.” 

And Almeida was also 
equally fond of Ranno during 
his time at Wilmington High 
as well as after graduation. 

“Joe was also a two sport 
star. He started for three 


years in both football and 
baseball,” Almeida said. “He 
was one of the truly good kids 
we have had. He was very 
loyal to the program and 
stayed close to us after grad- 
uation. He always came back 
as an alumni and our rela- 
tionship changed from that of 
player-coach to being 
friends.” 

The families of Kerrigan 
and Ranno were also instru- 
mental in the success of the 
tournament according to 
Almeida with Kerrigan's sis- 
ter Jean and older brother 
Billy along with Ranno’s par- 
ents, taking a very active role 
in the planning of the tourna- 
ment 

And Almeida also pointed 
out that the event could not 
have been pulled off without 
the cooperation of numerous 
volunteers. 

“Laurie Thibault, the 
President of the Touchdown 
Club and her husband Gerry 
did a great job and Pam 
Downs who was the founder 
of the Touchdown Club and 
was President for three or 
four years also came back to 
help and did a great job,” 
Almeida said. “Everybody 
really pitched in. It was a 
total team effort. We at 
Wilmington football want to 
thank everyone for the out- 
pouring of support that we 
received.”

Heading off to college to gain a little knowledge, leaving the nest behind, is a rite of passage for col- 
lege freshmen all across this country and the world. Packing up your belongings and setting up shop 
in a dorm room in a different city or state can be quite an ordeal, even for the seasoned traveler. 


When that trip places you on 
another continent, transforming 
one from day student to colle- 
giate diplomat, it becomes an 
adventure. 

Reading native Matthew I 
Schubert, a Phillips Academy 
Class of 2007 graduate, is cur- 
rently in Madaba, Jordan, a 
small town 30 minutes from 
Amman to spend a “gap year” 
at a new private boarding 
school that will open for the 
first time this month, 

The school, called King’s 
Academy, is the brainchild of 
the King of Jordan himself, who 
modeled it on his own sec- 
ondary school, _ Deerfield 
Academy in Massachusetts, 
according to a press release 
issued by the school, 

King Abdullah has even 
recruited Deerfield’s former 
headmaster, Eric Widmer, to 
serve as the first headmaster at 
the school, which will open its 
doors to students of any race, 
color and creed, special needs, 
gender or national origin and 
offer grades nine through 12. 

“This was an opportunity 


that I felt I just couldn't pass , 
up,” said Schubert in an inter- 
view before embarking on his 
international journey. 

Schubert and fellow Phillips 
‘07 graduate John Gwin were 
both awarded Gap Year 
Fellowships by King’s Academy. 
These provide secondary school 
graduates with a unique oppor- 
tunity to combine internship, 


scholarship, and cultural 
exchange. 
The newly-graduated 


Andover students will work to 
foster the boarding school ethos 
within all aspects of campus 
life - classrooms, dormitories, 
and extracurricular activities, 
as well as mentor younger stu- 
dents and help create an inter- 
national community at the 
school. Gap year fellows will 
receive free room and board, 
Arabic lessons, invitations to 
attend classes and a Gap Year 
Seminar, access to school facili- 
ties, a stipend and transporta- 
tion to and from Jordan. 

“I will basically be serving 
as a prefect in the dorms, like 


an RA (Resident Assistant) on 
“the local campuses,” said 
Schubert. “There will only be 
about 100 students the first year. 
I'll be in the dorms, living with 
them. I'll also be helping out 
with some of the sports, and tak- 
ing a few classes as well. One is 
Arabic lessons, which will be 
important because all the stu- 
dents will speak Arabic fluently. 
I will probably also continue 
taking French.” 

Schubert is delaying his 
entry into Georgetown for a 
year to take part in the program 
in Jordan, where he plans on 
studying International 
Relations, which is why the 
chance to spend a year abroad 
was so enticing to him. 

His interest in international 
relations began at a young age. 

“My aunt, Claire Fleming, 
works for the World Bank in 
New York,” said Schubert. “I 
spent some time with her at the 
United Nations offices when I 
was young, and I had a lot of 
exposure to world relations 
through her. I think that’s where

Take the plot: Homer 
screws up bad again, so bad 
that it ticks off his family and 
friends, and he can get back 
in their good graces only by 
saving Springfield from anni- 
hilation.

To beef things up, the writ- 
ers have added a couple of 
subplots (Lisa meets a boy, 
Bart flirts with becoming a 
Flanders).

Filling in the rest of the 90 
minutes are the usual sight 
gags, social satire, pop-cul- 
ture spoofs and in jokes. 
Some are vintage Simpsons - 
when Springfield learns of its 
impending doom, for exam- 
ple, the lowlife denizens of 
Moe's Tavern beat a path to 
church, while the churchgo- 
ers run over to the bar. 

Even casual Simpsons 
fans will find plenty to laugh 
about, right through the clos- 
ing credits.

“The Conservation

“However, since MassDEP 
appealed the order 
Tennessee Gas believes the 
agreement was rendered inef- 
fective and issued a new 
order. 

“Under the terms of the 
new arrangement, Tennessee 
Gas would give the 
Commission the same $10,000, 
but only under the condition 
that the MassDEP’s order 
not be appealed

Protecting your kids from cyber 
bullies and unwanted messages 


Whether it’s e-mail or 
schoolwork or just having fun, 
most kids spend time online 
almost every day. 

While the internet is a 
great place for kids to find 
information, share ideas and 
to meet new people, parents 
should talk to their children 
about how to keep safe online 
because kids who talk to their 
parents about internet safety 
re six times less likely to 
meet an internet stranger in 
person. 

One threat that kids can 
encounter involves cyber bul- 
lying. It may start out as 
hurmiess joking, but this form 
of bullying can escalate into 
rumors and_ serious 


insults, 
harassment 
Cyber bullies use web tech- 
logy to insult, intimidate, 
extort. and embarrass other 
veb users, One form of online 
inbarrassment involves post 
ing someone's private mes 
aye lo a public site, such as 
MySpace or Facebook, both of 
which are popular amongst 
teens 

Harassment can also take 
the form of physical threats. If 
you child receives threats to 
person or property, experts at 
the Internet Keep Safe 
Coalition say that the situa- 


tion should be reported to the 
police. 

If the bullying involves an 
adult harassing a minor child, 
it may be an attempt by a 
predator to intimidate a child 
and should be reported to both 
the police and to the National 
Center for Missing and 
Exploited Children’s Cyber 
Tipline, which can be contact- 
ed at www.cybertipline.org 

If the bully is a fellow stu- 
dent, you can contact the 
school about its policy for 
intervention, but all harass- 
ment shoudl be reported to 
the service provider of the 
bully. A detailed tutorial at 
www.ikeepsafe.org shows par- 
ents how to report cyber bul- 
lying. 

Teach kids not to respond 
to insulting or defaming mes- 
sages. A common tactic 
among bullies is to incite the 
victim and then post compro- 
mising responses, further 
abusing the victim by labeling 
him/her as unstable or vio- 
lent 

Surprisingly, cyber bullies 
tend to be smart kids from 
‘affluent families with incomes 
greater than $75,000. 

In many cases, they are 
kids who have found a way to 
feel in control online, when

Many children to not report 
cyber bullying because they 
are afraid that their internet 
privileges will be taken away.

Stoneham High School to submit a report of changes to 
improve the two areas by January 2008. The date for this 
report was originally slated for this coming November, but 
Ryan was successful in delaying the due date by two months. 
Following that, Stoneham must demonstrate that improve- 
ments are being made in the two problem areas as suggested 
by the NEASC by October 2008. 

“So in a very short space of 18 months, we’re really expect- 
ed to have 50 percent of the recommendations completed, 
Ryan advised.

For the one in fifteen 
Americans living with asth- 
ma, the key to living well 
involves managing the dis- 
ease, says the National 
Consumers League (NCL), 
the nation’s oldest consumer 
advocacy organization 

Results of a survey, com- 
missioned by the NCL and 
conducted by Harris 
Interactive, shows that asth- 
ma patients often are not 
choosing an informed and 
proactive approach to their 
disease. 

According to the NCL sur- 
vey, one in six adult sufferers 
(17 percent) does not have a 
treatment plan for his or her 
asthma. And many people 
with asthma feel alone or anx- 
ious bout their condition, 
making partnering with their 
health care provider even 
more important 

Asthma sufferers should sit 
down with their physician to 
develop a treatment plan, 
which should include informa- 
tion on what they should do 
when asthma symptoms 
begin. 

It's also important for suf- 
ferers to learn about their 
asthma medications - what 
they are, what they do and 
when they should be taken. 
According to the NCL survey, 
38 percent, about four in ten 
adult sufferers, do not under- 
stand asthma medication cat- 
egories. And some misuse 
their medications - taking 
more or less than prescribed 
by their doctor. 

Among survey respondents 
who reported taking more 
than the indicated dose of 
their inhaler medication, 32 
percent of them reported not 
reading their medication’'s 
instructions.

There is so much attention 
devoted to children who aren't 
making the grade that one often 
forgets about those who are suc- 
ceeding and may, in fact, be far 
ahead of their classmates, 
President George Bush signed 
the "No Child Left Behind" Act in 
2002, but what legislation has 
been passed for those who are 
jumping forward? 

Most educators believe that 
children should be allowed to 
develop their educative talents. 
Lack of academic or intellggtual 
dhallenge may lead to disengage- 
ment or disinterest in school. 
Restlessness, boredom and even 
behavior problems may ensue in 
students who once had bright 
futures ahead of them. Given 
this, acceleration may be the 
solution. 


Acceleration is a term used to 
categorize a number of academ- 
ic strategies used to put academ- 
ically gifted children on par with 
their skill level. While it has 
become synonymous with grade 
skipping, there are many other 
forms of acceleration. Some stu- 
dents may be allowed early entry 
to kindergarten, middle school or 
high school. Others can combine 
coursework from different grade 
levels but still remain among 
peers of the same age. Still oth- 
ers can consider self-paced 
instruction or early graduation. 
All options can be looked at, and 
acceleration should be a decision 
made in concert with the stu- 
dent, parent and school adminis- 
tration.

Should Be Accelerated? 

This is something that should 
be considered carefully and dis- 
cussed first with the student and 
then the school. Review these 
questions 

+ What is the learning style of 
the student? Will skipping a 
grade or doubling up on course- 
work fix the problem? Could a 
private school, homeschooling or 
alternate coursework be a better 
idea? 

+ Is your child physically and 
emotionally able to skip a grade? 
Will he or she be able to mingle 
with peers who are older? 
Students who are socially and 
emotionally mature tend to be 
better candidates for accelera- 
tion. If the idea is scary to the 
student or causes undue stress, 
skipping a grade as a form of 


acceleration may not be the best 
option. 

+ Is this something the child 
wants to do? Acceleration should 
never be something forced upon 
a student. Does the child think 
he or she is ready for the pros 
and cons that come with the 
decision to skip ahead?

+ Schedule it at the beginning 
of the year or at a natural tran- 
sition point, such as moving into 
a new school or building.
